Im addition to this change in the executive 
head of the concern financial matters of 
great importance to the stockholders of the 
company and to the railroads of the country 
were discussed.

New President's Career. 

Mr. Runnells, the coming head of the Pull- 
man company, is 62 years old and lives at 588 
North State street. 

Born in Effingham, Carroll county, N. H., 
he entered Amherst college at the age of 16 
and was graduated with honors in the class 
of 1865. A year later he went to Iowa, where 
he became private secretary of Gov. Merrill 
ofthat state. Subsequently he was appointed 
by President Grant as United States consul at 
Tunstall, in Staffordshire, England. Re- 
turning to Iowa, he was admitted to the bar 
in 1871 and began the practice of law in Des 
Moines. 

He became actively interested in politics 
and, identifying himeelf with the republican 
party, was a member and chairman of its 
state central committee in 1879 and 1880 and 
in the latter year was a delegate to the na- 
tional convention. For the four years fol- 
lowing he was a member of the national re- 
publican committee. 


District Attorney for Iowa, 

In 1881 Mr. Runnells was appointed by 
President Arthur as United States district 
attorney for Iowa. In 1888 he removed to 
Chicago and engaged in a general law prac- 
tice, but in a short time he accepted a posi- 
tion in the legal department of the Pullman 
company. Since that time he has taken no 
active part in politics, giving his full atten- 
tion to his professional services to the com- 
pany. 

Me has come before the publie on several 
occasions, when. his forceful, eloquent ora- 
tory commanded attention. Among the most 
important of these were the dedication of the 
Auditorium and the Grant memorial banqwet 
in 1898, . 

Mr. Runnells is a member of a large number 
of clubs, among them being the Chicago club, 
the Chicago Athletic association, the Union 
League, the Saddle and Cycle, and the Mar- 
quette clubs. His summer home is called 
„ Willowgate,”’ at Chocorua, N. H.

SHOCK FOR “OLD NASSAU.” 


Prineeton University Charged 
with Fostering Liquor Traffic. 


CATRO, ILL., MAN ACCUSER. 


Says Students Are Going Drunkards’ 
» Pace Without Hindrance. 


New York, Nov. &8—[Special.]—Princeton 
and ite university community was “ jarred " 
today by the announcement that one theo- 
logical student purposed assailing a custom 
supposed to be dearest to the heart of Old 
Nassau and baring to.public gaze the 
iniquities of the flowing bowl. Princeton 
simply couldn't believe it. 

From President Woodrow Wilson down 
to the proctor’s officials at Princeton uni- 
versity say a close campus and a smail 
town make all of Princeton men’s drinking 


practically public; therefore it seems worse 


than it really 18. 

At various times Princeton has had to deny 
stories of excessive drinking, of celebrations, 
and festivities made orgies by the bibulous 
few whom the university has not been and 
confesses it is still unable to control. 

Formerly Princeton was a prohibition 
town, and students, according to President 
Wilson, indulged more excessively than 
now. They smuggled whisky into their dor- 
mitories, where now they drink beer openiy 
in the saloons and hotels. The license law 
apparently ig more satisfactory to the uni- 
versity authorities. 


Then Oame the Missionary. 

But a year ago a young men came to 
Princeton Theological seminary from Cairo, 
III. He had done mission work in the slums 
of Chicago, and In Princeton he saw work 
was to be done. He began holding religious 
meetings on the streets. Then he organised 
a rescue mission in Witherspoon street—the 
Bowery of Princeton—where he had one sa- 
loon club next door and three other saloons 
and a poolroom within 300 feet. There he 
spent Saturdays and Sundays working among 
the poor boys of the town. 

When a young man who had prepared for 
Princeton, but who had been ruined by drink, 
came to him and told of the influences which 
had undone him, the young missionary, Will- 
iam Matthew Holderby, decided it was time 
to wake Princeton up to what exists placidiy 
in its midet. He says: 

„The present crusade is the result of care- 
tub observations showing the need of a well 
organized attack by these most co 
against the evila of the liquor traffic in the 
univeraity community. The problem is not 
only to suppress student drinking but to re- 
move its influence upon the young men of the 
town population. The need is to 
arouse public sentiment to enforce the la w. 


ical seminary are not consistent for institu- 
tione purporting to fit men fore fight against 
euch eviis. 

“In the town of Princeton there are forty- 
five ordained ministers, yet absolutely noth- 
ing is being done to mitigate the evils of the 
saloon traffic. Absolutely no work is being 
done. University men found bringing into 
seminary life such customs and practices 
are unworthy such a group of men—*emoking, 
theater going, and other things the church 
condemns. 

“Such exhibitions as were seen on the 
campus at the last annual senior parade four 
weeks ago and the drunkenness at the an- 
nual reunions are the result of the traditions 
that men may drink at Princeton if they re- 
main gentlemanly drunkards. But when a 
man has been four years at Princeton, unless 
he has been manly enough to make a stand 
against his environments, he returns to the 
alumnus as a drinking man, 


Woodrow Wilson Doubts It. 


It is easy to give a dog a bad name.“ said 
President Woodrow Wilson of. Princeton, 
when asked as to his knowledge that stu- 
dents or any considerable portion of the 
student body drink.to excess. “The fact 
that student life centered on the campus, 
and all that is done is in sight of the whole 
town, gives Princeton an undeserved repu- 
tation. With no outside amusements, stu- 
dent effervescence takes the form of noise. 
It sometimes is difficult for an outsider to 
distinguish it from intoxication. 

A great majority of the boys who go to 
the hotel bare do not drink to excess. Most 
of those who do get reported to the faculty 
by the proctors. Drinking has decreased 
noticeably the last three or four years. The 
university has sought to require enough work 
from the students to keep them at their 
studies. I am certain drinking is no more 
prevalent here than at any of the other big 
colleges.” 

Dr.. Henry Van Dyke concurred in this 


opinion.

| HOLD PROFESSOR FORMURDER 


Faculty Member of American 
University Faces Charge. 


MOTHER-IN-LAW IS SLAIN. 


Crime Committed in Baden - Baden, 
Arrest Made in London. 


LONDON, Nov. (-A man who gave his 
name as Karl Stau, but is believed to be Carl 
Hau, a member of the faculty of George 
Washington university, Washington, D. C., 
was arraigned at the Bow street police court 
today for extradition to Germany on the 
charge of murdering his mother-in-law at 
Baden-Baden. 

Stau’s wife and child were with him at the 
Hotel Cecil when he was arrested. The po- 
lice found a loaded revolver and $1,400 on the 
person of the prisoner. 

According to the evidence of the detective 
who made the arrest the charge upon which 
he was taken into custody was explained to 
Stau. After declaring there was a misun- 
derstanding Stau asked where the murder 
had been committed. The detective told him 
the telegram had come from Baden-Baden. 


Damaging Statement to Detective. 
Thereupon Stau said: 
„ have just arrived from there. That 

accounts for two telegrams my wife received 
today saying her mother was dying. 
God! Am I accused of murdering her?’ 
In court Stau wished to correct the above 
statement by the detective. He declared: 
„ What I said was that I had just arrived 
from the continent, not from Baden-Baden.“ 
The detective, however, persisted that his 


version was correct. 


Murder Carefully Planned. 

Tus following details of the crime charged 
against Prof. Hau are known here: 

On the evening of Nov. 6 the widow of Dr. 
Molitor, Stau's mother-in-law, wae called 
to the telephone of her home in Baden-Baden 
and asked to go to the postoffice to get 4 
parcel that was there for her. She started 
at once, accompanied by her younger daugh- 
ter. When passing through a quiet street a. 
shot was fired from behind her and Frau 
Molitor fell dead, her heart having been 
pierced by the bullet.

LYNCHING ENDS A RACE 


SPECIAL CARRYING TROOPS TOO 
SLOW FOR GEORGIA MOB. 


Negro Murderer Is Hanged in Jail 
Yard at Sale City as Train Bring- 
ing Soldiers Draws Into Depot 
lAfe Still in Victim When Cut 
Down-—-Slayer’s Wife and Another 
Negro Killed by One of the Pur- 
suing Mobs. 


Moultrie, Ga., Nov. 8.—[Spectal.]—In a race 
tonight between lynchers and Georgia state 
troops for the possession of Jet Hicks, the 
negro who murdered John Akridge, a planter, 
the mob beat the militia by a few minutes to 
Sale City, the county seat, stormed the jail, 
and hanged the negro to a tree in the jail- 
yard. 

Just as the mob was in the act of lynching 
the negro the special train bearing the troops 
reached the depot. The soldiers hurried to 
the jail only to find a little crowd of resi- 
dente watching the last struggles of the ne- 
gro, who was still alive when the mob fled. 
He died soon after the soldiers arrived. 


Wife and Another Slain by Mob. 

Hicks’ crime aroused to a frenzy the farm- 
ers of Mitchell, county, of which Akridge 
wae a resident. Posses were formed and 
one of them is blamed for the murder of 
Hicks’ wife and another negro, who were 
shot dead last night. 

Hicks wae arrested yesterday at Vienna 
and brought here by the sheriff of Dooley 
county. Threats of lynching becoming cur- 
rent Gov. Terrell was notified and the local 
militia. company was ordered to protect the 
negro. 

Troops Arrive Too Late. 

Meanwhile the officers spirited the negro 
away towards Sale City, but after starting 
thither information came from Sale City 
that a mob was gathering there to intercept 
him. The militia company followed the train 
carrying the negro prisoner in a special.

MAGISTRATES HONORED GUESTS 
AT CLUB’S ANNUAL BANQUET. 


Boyer and Adams Hospitably Enter- 
tained at Assemblage Containing 
Many Men Whom the Two Jurists 
Had Fined RBarller in the Season for 
Violating Speed Ordinances—felic- 
fitous Speeches Are Made and 
Everybody Enjoys the Jests, 
: 


Strangely enough, the guests of honor at 
the annual banquet of the Chicago Automo- 
bile club, in the Auditorium last night, were 
Justices J. F. Boyer and Asa G. Adams, who 
have been most active in fining violators of 
the speed limit In Cook county. Moreover, 
the justices had the temerity in their 
speeches to jest with their victims,“ and the 
automobilists, being the hosts, took it good 
naturedly, and even cheered at the proper 


places. 

It was a good numored crowd, and there 
was nothing of the ‘frenzied eyed speed 
fiend’’ in any of the smiling men who ap- 
plauded the jokes of toastmaster and retir- 
ing President John Farson, who introduced 
the various speakers. 

After the dinner had been served Charles 
E. Fox, the architect, who drew the plans for 
the new clubhouse to be erected in Plymouth 
place, told of what the clubhouse will contain 
in the way of facilities for automobilists. 
This new clubhouse, to be completed early in 
the spring, will cost $125,000 and be up to 
date in every detail. 


Tells of the Club’s Good Work. 


After Ira M. Cobe, the new president, 
had made a short speech of welcome, Milton 
J. Foreman was called, and he caught the 
humor of his associates when he said: 

“There are few in this room but have 
been presented at court, and, while many of 
you have shrunk from the honor, an officer 
of that court has sought you out: More- 
over, nearly every one of you has been pre- 
sented with some mark of distinction at 
that visit, the memory of which you still 
carry with you. For this reason I consider 
myself in ilustrious company. 

“But, to. be just, I must say that the 
Chicago Automobile club has done much 
to stamp out reckless driving, and this is 
the highest praise I can give you. The use 
of the auto has been demonstrated, and the 
hue and cry against you is because you level 
headed business men have been imposed 
upon by fool drivers.“ 


Boyer Talks of Slow Autos. 


When Justice Boyer was called the entire 
assemblage stood up and waved their nap- 
kins. He had been introduced as our 
friend,” and in reply said: 

**I don’t know why I should be called your 
friend——’”’ 

Cheer up, judge!

“I’m not going to say what I’ve said to 
some of you on different occasions,” con- 
tinued the justice. But I do want to say, 
and I hope I won't offend an automobile 
manufacturer, but the owners of the poorest 
lot of machines I ever heard of are brought 
before me. Why, not one of those forty-five 
horse power machines will make over twelve 
miles an hour. 

„ Beriously, though, I must say that the 
present speed law doesn’t fit the machines, 
and I must confess that seventeen, eighteen, 
and even nineteen miles an hour isn’t too 
fast. I don’t believe you ever will be able to 
rule the horses off of certain streets or roads, 
but you might increase your speed limit by 
seeking the adoption of a law. for high and 
low speed districts.” 


Adams Jokes His Victims.“ 


Justice Adams laughingly referred to his 
duty in fining those who broke the speed 
laws, and recommended that those present 
go home as fast as they could, 

We need the money.“ he added. They 
tell us that after Dee. 1 we'll have to quit, 
but I’m going to tell you that I'll fish as long 
as I can and am even going to put on another 
hook. You can bite as fast and as often as 
you wish.” 

Francis T. Stmmons of the Lincoln park 
board found an echo in the hearts of those 
present when he said no law ever written 
would govern the speed of the man at the 
throttle of a good machine. 

The only thing.“ he added, is the ethics 
of common decency. Asa matter of fact, not 
over 2 per cent of the members of this club 
ever exceed the speed Mmit, but all of you 
have to suffer for the misdeeds of the few. 

Other speakers were Mayor David F Jack 
gon of Lake Forest and Mayor a T.

YALE MAN SAYS RUDYARD SHOULD 
HAVE DIED YEARS AGO. 


Prof. William Lyon Phelps Says 
“Stalky and Company” Is the Worst 
Book He Ever Read— Declares Rus- 
sian Novelists Lead the World, with 
France and England Next-—Means 
Literature; but Not Works of Hall 
Caine and Marie Corelli. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 8,—[Special.]— 
“It was the mistake of Mr. Kipling's liter- 
ary career, although, of course, better for 
his personal happiness, that he did not die 
of pneumonia when he was ill in New York 
some years ago, said Prof. Willlam Lyon 
Phelps of Yale today, in his lecture on The 
Modern Novel,“ at College street hall. 

Mr. Kipling.“ he said, is now like a 
man who is in constant terror that he will 
say something commonplace, and his work 
seems to me to show a frightful striving for 
effect.” 

“When the first of Kipling’s stories ap- 
peared the public said. If he can do these 
stories at 25, what will he do when he is 407’ 
Well, he is 40 now, and what has he done? 
‘ Stalky and Company 18, I think, the worst 
book I have ever read, and for his stories 
of machinery I prefer to read à treatise of 
the su. ct in an encyclopedia. 


Russian Novélists the Best. 


“ Russia today leads the world in novel 
writers, followed by France and England. I 
am speaking now of literature, and not of 
the works of Hall Caine and Marie Corelli. 
May Sinclair's ‘ Divine Fire had undoubted- 
ly some of the fire in it, but the flame is cc- 
casionally hidden by smoke. Hitchine 
Garden of Allah is melodramatic and over- 
laden with description. His Call of the 
Blood is better, but I think the main char- 
acter ig drawn from Hawthorne’s Marble 
Fawn.“ 

Should Be Spelled “Chumley.” 

“Mary Cholmondeley’s writings contain 
a certain kind of grim humor, which makes 
her work effective. This author's name, by 
the way, ought to be investigated by the 
committee of spelling reform, for it could 
be reduced to one-quarter of its present 
length, and still have enough letters to give 
the correct. pronunciation. 

Thomas Hardy is the best of the present 
day English novelists. Of late years he has 
turned to writing of world dramas, which 
are weary and futile. From the publication 
of ‘ The Greenwood Tree’ down to his latest 
novel, his output is the best of any living 
writer of English fiction.”

After Parole. 


It seems that after Hinshaw's parole in 
January, 1008, he got in communication with 
Mra. Freeman through her married sister 
living at Lynn, Randolph county, where Hin- 
shaw went after his parole. Some time last 
June, according to the story, Mrs. Freeman 
told her husband she wished to go to Lynn 
to spend a few days with her sister. Free- 
man agreed, but said she had better take 
the two younger children—one 9 and the 
other 3 years old. She agreed to take the 
younger, but objected to taking the older 
one, and he was left with his father 

Mrs. Freeman and the younger child went 
to Lynn, where she met Hinshaw several 
times, and it is alleged she visited him at 
his mother’s house. She staid several days 
longer than she expected and wrote her hus- 
band that she would be gone some time. 

After her arrival Hinshaw took Mrs. Free- 
man and her child riding. They went to 
Shirley, in the eastern part of Hancock 
county, and staid over night. Hinshaw reg- 
istered under his own name. The next morn- 
ing Hinshaw is alleged to have hireda buggy 
from a liveryman, giving his name to the 
liveryman as Brown. They drove practically 


Fall day and then returned to Lynn. 


Freeman Makes Inquiry. 


A few days later Mrs. Freeman returned 


home. Some time after that Freeman ro- 
ceived a letter telling him of the Lynn and 
Shirley happenings. He investigated, then 
taxed his wife with the matter, and she con- 
fessed. 

Freeman was the republican candidate for 

sheriff of Wabash county, and in order that 
the matter might not be brought into the 
campaign he took his wife back. Freeman 
was elected on Tuesday by a plurality of 
little over 100. It is expected that he will 
apply for a divorce. 
In some way Hinshaw seems to have found 
that the matter was being investigated, and 
he went to the hotelkeeper in Shirley where 
he and Mrs. Freeman stopped aud tried to 
get possession of the register, but the hotel- 
keeper refused to give it up. 


Tragedy After Church Service, 

William E. Hinshaw had a pastorate at 
Belleville, Hendricks county, in 1895, and 
in January of that year opened a revival 
meeting at Cherry Grove, a 
Belleville. There had been whispers in the 
community regarding his relations with 
young women, and it is known that Mrs. 
Hinshaw was unhappy and had often ex- 
pressed a desire for her husband to leave the 
place. 

On the night of Jan. 10 1805, Hinshaw 
preached at Cherry Grove church. His wife 
accompanied him and after the services they 
left together in a buggy. At 1 o’clock the 
next morning cries of murder were heard 
near the parsonage, and wher neighbors 
reached the scene Hinshaw was lying in the 
roadway in front of his house with two bul- 
let wounds in his body and cuts as from 
a knife on his arms and breast. Mrs. Hin- 
shaw was lying dead across the threshold 
of the rear door. 

Hinshaw told the neighbors he and his 
wife were the victims of robbers... The story 
was accepted for a day or two, but it then 
occurred to the people that there were no 
tracks in the snow as evidence of the strug- 
gie, that the furniture in the house was not 
disarranged, and that if Mrs. Hinshaw had 
received a bullet in her brain in bed it would 
have been impossible for her to fight one 
of the robbers, as her husband declared 
she had done. Hinshaw's pistol and razor 
were found in the yard, where they had 
been thrown in the effort to hide them. 

Hinshaw was finally charged with the 
crime, and after a long trial, at which he 
did not even go on the witness stand, he was 
found guilty and sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for life, Since his parole he has preached 
at three or four Quaker meetings, but has 
made no effort to identify himself again with 
the Methodist church.

Mayor Dunne told the committee it should 
guard against construction companies. Con- 
struction companies were organized by 
Charles T. Yerkes in bullding the lines of the 
west and south side cable systems and he 
made 200 per cent profit for himself. Engi- 
neer Arnold was inetructed to ascertain the 
practice of construction companies and re- 
port at the next meeting. 

After the meeting Mayor Dunne made it 
plain that he never would favor 3 cent fares. 

“Where would the city get the money to 
buy the lines?’ he asked. “After we get 
municipal ownership we can talk of 3 cent 
fares.” 


FOUR HURT IN STREET CAR 
AT FULTON STREET VIADUCT. 


Car Jumps Track on Incline When the 
Motorman Throws on Current for 
More Speed. 


A northbound Halsted street car jumped 
the track at Fulton street last night at 11 
o'clock, injuring four persons. The front 
platform was crushed against the trestle 
work of the viaduct. 

The car was in charge of Motorman H. 
C. Smith. When within about forty feet of 
the approach of the viaduct at Fulton street 
he turned on the full current to get suffi- 
cient speed to carry the car up the incline. 
The sudden addition to the speed caused the 
care to leave the track.

MAN KILLED AND WAREHOUSE 
DESTROYED BY EXPLOSION. 


Two Tons of Blasting Powder Blows Up 


Near Blue Island, Ending the Life of 
Charles Steffenhagen. 


Two tons of blasting powder in one of the 
American Storage company’s warehouses 
five miles south of Blue Island exploded at 
10:20 o’clock yesterday morning and Charles 
Steffenhagen, assistant magazine keeper, 
was blown to pieces. The explosion also set 
fire to the woods and underbrush and this 
was with difficulty kept from spreading to a 
big two story warehouse in which several 
carloads of dynamite were stored. 

According to F. H. Hammond, manager of 
the company, Steffenhagen went to Du 
Pont, as the siding on the Rock Island is 
called, to begin the loading of a car. A 
farmer who passed in a wagon saw him 
standing in the door of the powder house 
twenty minutes before the explosion. Stef- 
fenhagen was 40 years old, unmarried, and 
had been in the employ of the Du Pont Pow- 
der company for three years. 

The force of the explosion broke windows 
in the Midlothian clubhouse three miles 
away. The team which Steffenhagen had 
driven to the warehouse was killed and the 
wagon demolished. Of the building in which 
the powder was stored not one brick was left 
standing on another, while pieces of ma- 
sonry were blown half a mile. The wonder- 
ful thing about the affair, according to the 


‘powder men, is that the dynamite in the big 


warehouse did not explode. A powder fac- 
tory on the same lot, owned by the Du Pont 
Powder company, was destroyed fifteen years 
ago by an explosion which killed five per- 


sons. ;

Whatever may have been the reason 
for it,-there has been a persistent failure 
to insist on the presence of seven resident 
citizens of IHinois on the board of directors 
of the Illinois Central. Possibly if obe- 
dience had been insisted on most of the 
Illinois directors would have been. men 
of straw” who would have voted as they 
were ordered to. The New York finan- 
clers would have dictated the financial 
policy of the road. But now that the at- 
tention of the railroad and warehouse 
commissioners has been publicly called to 
the fact that the personnel of the board of 
directors of the Illinois Central does not 
conform to thg constitution and the laws 
they cannot well avoid taking official no- 
tice of the matter. The constitutional 
provision may not seem bo well adapted 
to the railroad conditions of 1906 as to 
those of 1870. It may look a little paro- 
chial. Ita enforcement may lessen the 
number of directorships held by a few 
well known citizens of New York. But 
there stands the law. It is: definite and 
positive. If the stockholders of the LIli- 
nois Central are called on to obey it they 
cannot refuse. ae 


THE COURT AND CIVIL SERVICE. 

The complete triumph of the republican 
ticket in the Municipal court contest has 
an element of danger attending it which 
should be carefully watched. It would be 
a disappointment to a large majority of 
the people of the city if the new machin- 
ery of justice should be made to serve 
party ends. The court grew out of the 
evils connected with the old plan. All 
through the contest of the last few weeks 
there has been discussion of. candidates 
upon the lines of their fitness for judicial 
office of the dignity and honor supposedly 
attached to the new Municipal court. It 
would be a sorry spectacle now if repub- 
liean triumph should be followed by par- 
tisan ase of the people’s trust. 

There may be ground for doubting 
whether the city civil service act applies 
to the new court. According to the opin- 
ion of the democratic candidate for chief 
justice the power of appointment rests 
with) the majority of the judges. In the 
original draft of the bil] the appointment 
of clerks and bailiffs was to be made under 
civil service rules. But the senate 
amended the measure by placing the 
power of appointment in the hands of the 
majority of the judges under such rules 
as they may frame. It is unlikely, there- 
fore, that democrats will find their proposi- 
tion for the application of the civi] service 
rules to the court accepted by the repub- 
licans. 

There will be several hundred positions 
in connection with the new establishment. 
The temptation to use these for political] 
purposes will be great. Perhaps such use 
might have influence in next spring’s elec- 
tion. But the people, looking farther than 
one campaign, are going to watch the 
working of the new court with jealous 
eyes. If politics appeare to dominate it 
that fact will prove a potent force in 
future elections, 

Whether the city civil service rules are 
properly applicable to the new organiza- 
tion or mot, good sense ought to suggest 
to the judges the wisdom of following 
some such plan in framing rules govern- 
ing appointments to subordinate offices of 
the court until the legislature has made 
the merit system compulsory by law. The 
new chief justice is already committed to 
such legislation, and the general assembly 
should be asked to/act at once. The peo- 
ple ought to have something distinctly in 
advance of what they have been receiving 
in the line of justice, and the judges have 
a good opportunity to make a favorable 
impression right at the start by proving 
that the triumph of the republican candi- 
dates was not the triumph of mere ma- 
chine politics.

The first instance was during the presi- 
Gency of Felix ure. He to ve 
making an official progress in the south of 
France at a time when the kaiser was yacht- 
ing In the Mediterranean, and the prince of 
Monaco, who knows the emperor well and 
who was a friend of Faure’s, succeeded in 
arranging that they should meet under his 
roof in his capital of Monte Carlo. He had 
made all the arrangements for receiving 
them on a magnificent scale, when at tae 
last minute the emperor backed out under 
some pretext or arother—the real reason, 
however, being that he realized that, if he 
was to meet the president of the French re- 
public, it would be preferable to choose some 
other place for the rencontre than the most 
famous—or infamous—gambling resort in the 
world, as the guest of one of the chief pro- 
prietors of a gambling hell which has proved 
the ruin of so many thousands of German 
families, 


The other occasion wae when President 


Loubet was returning from Italy, after his 
memorable visit to Rome. It may be re- 
membered that he embarked for Marseilles 
at Naples, where he spent a day ortwo. The 
kaiser was cruising at the time along the 
coast of Italy, and was within a few hours’ 
sail. just then of Naples. There, again, all 
the arrangements were made for an inter- 
view between the president and the kaiser, 
and the program of visite, etc., discussed 
and determined upon.

Count Guido Lambertint, who has just been 
arrested at Bologna for a particularly bold 
fraud perpetrated upon one of the leading 
jewelers in Rome, is the scion of an old 
patrician family of the Eternal city, and 
which furnished a pope to the church in ine 
person of Benedict XIV. The young count's 
mother was a natural daughter of Cardinal 
Antonelli, the secretary of state of Pius IX., 
and prior to her marriage bore the name of 
Countess Marconi. 

Another member of the gilded youth of 
Rome who has lately got into trouble is 
Count Francis Soderini, whose uncle, Count 
Edward Soderini, is the papal dignitary who 
is charged each year by the pope with con- 
veying the holy golden rose to the empress, 
queen, or royal princess who has merited the 
good will of the church by her devotion to its 
interests. He is Hkewise intrusted with the 
duty of compiling the official history of the 
reign of Leo XIII. Another Count Soderini 
is married to an American woman. 

Young Count Francis, who was until re- 
cently a member of the Noble guard, has 
just been sentenced by the Roman tribunals 
to a year’s imprisonment with hard labor for 
swindling the Convent of San Domenico 
and San Paolo out of a sum of 60,000 lire. 
The family of the count were prepared to 
make good the amount over and over again 
in order to avert the disgrace, and the ab- 
bess, a member of the {llustrious house of 
Sforga, declared herself ready to withdraw 
the complaint, which she had lodged with 
the police before being aware of the identity 
of the thief. But the authorities would not 
allow any such compounding ‘of a felony.
